Wb believe that the bterior'of British 
Golambia even now produces all the 
wheati oats and barley required by that 
section of the Colooy, and that more 
voald be raised if it coald be profitably 
.. . transported to the coast. Tbis at oace 
raises the qaestion of the desirablitj of 
. cheaper conveyance snoh as by railway 
"• "or locomotive, nnd tho necessity of pro-" 
duciog other articles, such as tobacco or 
beet root for the mnnufacturo of sugar. 
.'■ It is not onr intention to proceed at prcs" 
ent to the examination of these ques^ 
tions. The remarlia about to be miule 
will chiefly apply to Vancouver Island 
and the banks of the Lower Praser. 
However much many in this section of 
the Colony may complain, and witii jus- 
tice too, of the want of business, there is 
one class that cannot, at all events, take 
part therein, namely, the agriculturists. 
In looking over the returns of the Custom 
House for the year 18G8, we find that 
during that year no less than 53,000 
bushels of wheat (iocladiDg flour); 16,0o0 
. bosheU of barley, and 11,000 bnsbels of 
oats were imported into the Colony, and 
that the valao thereof amonnted in roand 
nnmbersto $150,000. One hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars 1 To raise the 
quantity of cereals above mentioned will 
require the cultivation of nearly tlireo 
thousand more acres of land than at 
present, or close upon five square miles. 
"We would ask our farmers to mako a 
strenuous effort during the present season 
to wipe out the difgrace of this Colony 
«<Btill being dependent upon foreign sources 
for the very bread consumed. If each 
agriculturist in the Colony were to break 
up a few additional acres, be would be 
doing himself and the country good, he 
having the option of making himself 
rich and keeping in the country the 
(^150,000 per annum now sent abroad, 
boaidea giving employment to a 
greater number of people, Wo 
know that agriculturists complain of 
not being able to obtain help, but wo 
feel tertaio that that help would soon 
^be fortbooming if permanent employH 
nent coald be offered. This returns 
eboW'that there is a good market for 
all that the farmers can produoo ; they 
therefore ought te have no iear in 
going boldly into the oaltivattion of 
the aoil. By the CostoiaB' returns we 
also are made aware that no less than 
55 tons of batter were imported during j ^ 



The Electric Light;

Wo had occasion to refer to this 
light at the time of its exhibition on 
board of the French steamor St. Lau- 
rent, last October, and recur to it again 
with great pleasure, as it appears that 
for tho purpose of signals in time of 
fogs, icr iho use of ships at sea, and 
for lightbouaos, nothing equal to it has 
yet been invented. The principle of 
induction upon which our physicists 
bavo been at work since its discovery 
by Faraday in 1830, is now pretty 
iliorougbly nnderetood, and it is high 
time that a cheap convenient and 
practical magnoto-eleotrio macbino was 
invontfd. 

The French machine was sufficiently 
poribct to be need upon the voyage at 
a trifling expense. It was called tho 
Borliez electric light, and was, in fact 
a modification of the apparatus invent- 
ed Ijy Clarke. By revolving ll-l reels 
ol copper wire bofbro 40 eorios of 
horsoshoo mof^nots at tho ruto of 300 
turns a minute, a double current of 
electricity is induced in the copper 
wires, tho ono direct as they approach 
tho pol's, tho other rovorsod after thoy 
havo |ia8Hod them. In this arrange 
mont no device for breaking tlio cur- 
rent is required, as it is tonnd that, 
though the current is interrupted at 
each reversion, the light is not porcop. 
tibiy afi'eoted unless tho interruption 
excoods one"twentieth of a second. 
Tho ap])aratus was about five feet 
gquaco, and required one or two horse 
power to drive it. 

The light is produced by the com* 
bustion of two carbon pencils in a re~ 
floctor. Very much depends upon the 
regularity with which thoso pencils are 
fed into the flamo, and this difHcul y 
was nvorcoino by tho lalo emir.ont 
physicist Foucalt. He invented a 
clockwork that rnns five hours with- 
o t winding, and feeds ■ the carbon 
points exactly in the ratio of their 
combustion, and there is no interrup- 
tion in tho light. 

Another imporlar.t point ia to reader the 
rays ol lij;bt parallel no tbat none sball be 
loNt. Ttiij ia Bucompliijbod by a parobolio 
mirror placed behiml tbo I'mht, and the 
efTuot is farther ouhaDoad by tbo use of tbe 
French leni. Tbe power of tbe liglit ob- 
laioed in tbia wayMe aometbiDg remurkable. 
To produce the same ninouni of il^ht with 
an oil flame, iliu bizo ol ilie Qime mug
